Particulate Matter (PM) — EPA’s “Supplement to the 2019 Integrated Science Assessment for
Particulate Matter (Final)” ([EPA/600/R—-22/028]) will be available on or about May 13, 2022.
The document was prepared as part of the reconsideration of the EPA’s 2020 final action
reviewing the NAAQS for PM. The Supplement represents a targeted review of peer-reviewed
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studies published since the literature cutoff date (i.e., ~January 2018) of the 2019 Integrated
Science Assessment for Particulate Matter (PM ISA). The Supplement and the 2019 PM ISA
provide the scientific basis for EPA’s decisions, in conjunction with additional technical and
policy assessments, for the reconsideration of the EPA’s 2020 review of the NAAQS and the
appropriateness of possible alternative standards.

2022.

EPA posted Volumes 1 and 2 of the Integrated Review Plan (IRP) for the Lead NAAQS for
review by the public. Vol 1 of the IRP contains contextual background material and the
anticipated schedule for the current review of the air quality criteria and NAAQS for Pb. Vol 2
identifies policy-relevant issues in the review and describes key considerations in EPA’s
development of the Integrated Science Assessment (ISA). The ISA provides the scientific basis
for the EPA’s decisions, in conjunction with additional technical and policy assessments.
